"All grades of Roses must have a well-developed root system and have pro- 
portionate weight and caliber according to grade and variety. 

All No. 1 Grades and No. 1 1/2 Grades shall be tied 10 to a bundle and No. 2 
grades, 20 to a bundle with 2 printed labels on each bundle and the Grade Speci- 
fication on each bundle. 

Grade No. 1 (Hybrid Teas) -- 3 or more strong canes, two of which are to be 
18 inches and up, with the exception of a few of the light growing sorts, whichare 
to have three or more canes, two of which are to be 16 inches and up, and one cane 
to be 18 inches and up, branched not higher than 3 inches above the bud union. 

Grade No. 1 (Floribundas) -- 3 or more strong canes, 2 of which are to be 15 
inches and up with the exception of a few light growing sorts which are to have 3 
canes, 2 of which are to be 13 inches and up, branched not higher than 3 inches 
above the bud union. 

Grade No. 1 (Climbers) -- 3 or more strong canes, 24 inches and up with 
the exception of Wichuriana and Wichuriana types. These are to have 4 strong 
canes each 24 inches and up, branched not higher than 3 inches above the bud 
union or crown."

Care should be 
taken to get complete coverage. 


For transplanting finished evergreens—Use one 
part PLANTEcT to 4 parts water. For trans- 
planting deciduous shrubs and trees—One part 
PLANTECT to 6 parts water. For rooted cuttings 
from greenhouse and beds— One part PLANTECT 
to 8 parts water. For deciduous stock for 
storage - One part PLANTECT to 1 or 2 parts 
water. 


Caution Allow plants to dry thoroughly before 
storing in moist storages. Also, do not allow 
PLANTECT solution to remain in sprayer over 
night. Clean sprayer thoroughly after using 
by merely rinsing parts with hot water.
